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rentines themſelves, who are not 
yet thoroughly habituated to the 
German Yoke, would voluntarily

For when he perceived 
that the King of Great Britain had | 
not only cancelled his Alliance with 
Ruſſia, but had alſo propoſed, for 
certain political Conſiderations, to 
| eſtabliſh a commercial Tariff with 
the Republic of Poland, (a Com 
merce equally beneficial toour good 
Ally the King of Pruſſia his Poliſb 
Majeſty, I ſay, would ſoon be con- 
vinced, that he held the Crown of 
Poland by as precarious a Tenure, 


as he before had held his German 


Dominions. 


Tus, 
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. Tavs, as. to all the belligerant 
Powers, who may be preſumed to 
have the leaſt Shadow of a Pre- 
tence for not acceding to this Trea- 
ty, we have examined and weighed 
their Objections; 8 and to induce or 
inforce ſo truly Chriſtian and ſalu- 
tary a Meaſure as that of the gene- 
ral Peace of Europe, we have pro- 
poſed only ſuch Means, and uſed 
only ſuch Arguments, as are eſta- 
bliſhed, we hope, on the Princi- 


ples of Humanity, 1 and 
ſou nd Politics. 


Tarr is another Power, which, 
altho no Principal in this War, 
will, I foreſee, neceſſarily be in- 


cluded 1 
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cluded in this Treaty; I mean the 
States General: But we cannot rea- 


ſonably expect any Unwillingneſs, 


on their Part, in forwarding ſo 


great and ſo good a Work, ſince 


the Peace of Europe general ly co- 


incides with the Intereſt of the 
United Provinces. Beſides, his 


Britiſh Majeſty always has it in his 


Power to oblige them to accede to 


this T reaty, if not by gentle, at 


leaſt by coercive Meaſures; and 
thoſe Meaſures very near at Hand, 
and attended with no Danger and 
Expence; for it is only ſending 
five or fix. Ships of the Line to the 


Coaſt of Shetland in the Month of 


July, and the King of Great Bri- 


tain, 
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tain, in the Space of half an Hour, 
avails himſelf of the Shipping, 
amounting to a thouſand Veſlels, 
employ d by the Dutch in their 
Herring Fiſhery; which, beſides 
the Capture of 14,000 as good 
Marines as any in the known World, 
would be an immediate Loſs to the 
States General of two Millions ſter- 
ling. A Loſs they could never 
hope to retrieve; a Loſs too, which 
at the ſame Time that it annihi- 
lated the very Exiſtence of them as 
a commercial Nation, would evi- 
dently throw into the commercial 
Scale of Great Britain the very 
conſiderable Weight of one Million 
ſterling annually.

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 LasTLY, it might be intimated 
to the State of enice, that their 
ſupplying the Court of Vienna with 
very large Sums of Money animo 
Bellum-gerendi, was a Meaſure not 
conſiſtent with the Character of a 
neutral Power, ſince there is no 
Difference, in the Effect, between 


ſupplying an Enemy with military 
Stores, or with the Means of pro- 


curing ſuch Stores. If hat other- 
wiſe reſpe ectable Republic ſhall think 


this Diſtinction too finely ſpun, his 
Britiſh Majeſty may ſend Sir Ed- 
_ ward Hawk as his Ambaſſador in- 
to the Adriatic, whoſe Abilities in 
_ deciding and bringing to a ſpeedy 
Iſſue all maritime Conteſts, are ſuf-

ficiently known to all the C ourts 
of Europe. 


Norhix remains now but to 
carry this Treaty into Execution ; 
for which Purpole, ſome capital | 
City muſt previouſly be appointed | 
for holding a Congreſs; and indiſ- 
putably, the Congreſs ought, for 
many Reaſons, to be held either at 
Londen or at Hanover.
